Bolshevism and Jews— 


Denies Aerial Pact. 


NURNBERG, Germany. (UP). 


Adolf Hitler, while Europe waited 
for him to strike the keynote of 
German policy toward Czechoslo- 
vakia, defied the world to block- 
ade Germany as it did during the 
World war. 
He glorified the greater German 
reich. He rejoiced in Germany's 
power, and in her friendship with 
Italy and Japan. He saw a menace 
to the world in bolshevism and in 
Jews. He took occasion to deny re- 
ports that he sought a European 
pact to limit aerial armaments. 
But he withheld the word for 
which Germany and the world 
were waiting—his policy toward 
Czechoslovakia. 
Hitler's message to his nazis, at 
the formal opening of their annual 
party congress, was delivered as 
a proclamation which, as usual, 
Adolf Wagner, 
nazt leader for 
Bavaria, was,detailed to read 


Sees "Greater Community." 


The one reference Hitler made 
that might be interpreted as re- 
ferring- to' the 
Sudeten German 
minority in Czechoslovakia—and 
to 
German 
minorities 
in such 


others of Germany's neighbors as 
Poland and Italy—was a question 
He had spoken of Germany's de- 
feat 
and 
post-war humiliation. 


Then he asked: "Does it not seem 
today as if destiny had to make 
Germany go thru that path in or- 
der to purify and ripen us all for 
that greater community of Ger- 
mans vffcich alone can be consid- 
ered in future as a guarantee for 
our nation?" 
It was on his domestic policy, 
really, that Hitler got into the in- 
ternationally important part of hia 
proclamation. 
Asserting that 
Germany no 
longer feared a blockade—because 
of its program of economic self- 
sufficiency—Hitler said: "The idea 
of a blockade of Germany already 
may be abandoned as a totally in- 
effectual weapon. 
"The 
national 
socialist 
state 
with characteristic energy drew a 
lesson from World war experientc. 
We shall-continue to cling to the 
principle that we shall rather beat 
restrictions in this or that field 
Lhan again become dependent on 
foreign countries. 
"Our economic policy fill be gov- 


erned by the decision that the, se- 
curity of the nation must be placed 
before everything else. Therefore 
it is necessary to assure fully the 
nation's economic existence within 
our own territory. 


"Politically as well as economi- 
cally the time of Germany's isola- 
tion is over. 
The reich 
has ac- 


quired great strong world powers 
as friends."

BRITISH HOME FLEET 


GOES TO NORTH SEA 


Significant as German Navy 


Maneuvers-^Ozechs Make 


' Concessions. 


Europe's statesmen noted the de- 


parture of Great Britain's 
home 


fleet for a cruise of ten weeks in 
the North Sen, fully provisioned 
and armed for active service. 


The cruise, which will continue 


until Nov. 17, was described by the 
admiralty ns "absolutely normal," 
but interest was added by the fact 
that the rebuilt German navy is 
holding "routine" exercises in an- 
other part of the North Sea.

NEAR CLOUDBURSTS 


IN OMAHA VICINITY 


Storms Here Bring Only 1.06 
Inches—Severe Lightning 


Accompanies Rains. 


SUios were partly cloudy oft'or Nebrnskn Tuesday after 


Monday night's torrential downpours of near cloudburst in- 
tensity drenched eastern Nebraska, washing tons of gravel 
from highways, littering1 pavement with mud and debris, and 
delaying train service. An official nioasnrenient\>f from two 
to six inches between Gretna and Chalco topped reports. 


Severe lightning which claimed 
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one life accompanied the storms. 
Lincoln was oi\ the southern rim 
of the cloudburst zone, receiving 
only, 1.06 inches over the week end, 
according to the weather bureau 
gauge. Residents of outlying sec- 
tions of the cit.v estimated several 
inches fell during Mondav night's 
deluges, particularly in northeast 
Lincoln.

Industrial labor has come 
to understand that unleta the farm- 
ers of this country are piospcrous 
they cannot buy the product of the 
factories. 
Economic lesson No. 1 of the past 
20 years Is that men and women on 
farms, men and women In cities. 
arc partners America cannot pros- 
per 
unless both 
groups prosper. 
That is the keystone hi the arch 
of the economic and social nollcy 
of your administration in Washing- 
ton.May I Illustrate again by taking 
some high spots?

Nearly 30 vars ago people who 
were injured thru no fault of their 
O\MI in mctoitc<* found It difficult, 
if not Impossible, to get adequate 
compensation for their Injuries A 
very proper demand arose foi work- 
men's compensation laws. Thanks 
to the pioneering of a young Mary- 
land legislator, the first workmen's 
compensation act ever to be passed

And yet the sub- 
stantial contributions to aviation 
are the contributions by the com- 
mercial aviation interests which 
must make planes safe, or at least 
reasonably safe. 


Out of safety grows 
aviation 


progress, just as out of safety haa 
grown progress in nearly every 
field of transportation. Every mil- 
lion miles the transport planes fly 
without accident is a contribution 
to aviation that many races cannot 
equal. 


The racetrack Is not a good trfst 


of an automobile. The really im- 
portant contributions to the auto- 
motive industry have been con- 
ceived In some Inventive mind but 
tested endlessly in the automotive 
laboratories. The contributions of 
engineers working to make planea 
and cars better and safer, arc fun- 
damental In aeronautical and au- 
tomotive progress. _And the work 
of engineers to make commarcial 
aviation 
successful 
remains 
a 


prime factor in its progress. 


FASCISM IN SOUTH AMERICA, 


The growth of. the fascist idea 


in South America has been one of 
the most distressing developments 
of recent years on this side of the 
globe. In Bratil fascism has a 
strong hold, guided at least for 
the present by Brazilians. A nazl 
putsch in Chile has 
failed 
but 


only after a vigorous battle and 
the deaths of many citizens. 


The La tin-American soil seems 


fertile ground for fascist move- 
ments which are taking the plnce 
of the 
revolutionary movements 


which formerly grew in profusion 
there. 
Nowadays the i evolution- 


ists do not oven promise to re- 
establish semblance of a republic 
if successful. They openly prom- 
ise a dictatorship on the nazi or 
fascist plan. 


Win or lose, the 
people are 


saddled with a form of dictator- 
ship, for if the established gov- 
ernment holds Us ground, as in 
Brazil, and now in Chile, the head 
of the state, under the plea of 
emergency, tightens his grasp on 
the 
executive 
power, 
suspends 


constitutional rights of the people 
and makes himself dictator in de- 
fense of the republic against oth- 
ers who would bo dictators. 


With Franco calling up reserves 


to match moves of nazi troops on 


I the eastern side of the 
Franco- 


ethics. Some of them have been 
powerful enough to secure legis- 
lation to further their 
interests,

another, both which will be odious 
and dangerous for perjury 
and

both within themselves, and one 
against another; or else appointed 
officeia in every county, or hun- 
dred, to view every several planta- 
tion afore, and presently after, the 
stint day, to note and number how 
many hills, or what portion of a 
field is planted before day; which, 
in so many plantations so far dis- 
tant one from another as they re 
in those parts, will be a matter of 
great charge and trouble; and no 
officers will be found willing to 
undertake it without considerable 
salary for then- pains, and no way 
to raise those salaries. Moreover, 
if any officers should be appointed 
to see to the execution of it, it is 
to be feared 
there 
will be that 


negligence, corruption, or partial- 
ity in it as will render it ineffec- 
tual to the end Intended." 


So ended the first AAA of which 


American history leaves record. 
Strange, is it not, to think that 
such a proposal, considered radical 
these past few years, was advo- 
cated so long ago by no less a per- 
sonage than Gov. Berkeley.

WASHINGTON.—The s l o g a n 


which President Roosevelt has pro- 
claimed for guidance in politics 
this autumn—"Principles, not per- 
sonalities"—is one of the fiqest 
that could be devised. 
The ques- 
tion mark arises when the effort 
is made to apply it in concrete 
cases. 


Is the president, himself, for in- 


stance, applying that slogan in 
California today ? 
The incidents 


of last week which throw light on 
the president's attitude occurred 
at his conference with the press. 
Mr. Roosevelt was explaining ho\s 
important "principles" 
were 
a1; 


contrasted with mere personalities. 
Earlier he had faced an embarras- 
sing moment. The reporters asked 
him whether he would support 
Sheridan Downey, the democratic 
nominee for the United States sen- 
ate who had just defeated Senator 
McAdoo in the California primar- 
ies. 


The president was up against a 


tough problem. 
He had allowed 


the voters of the state of Cali- 
fornia to believe that, as head of 
the 
democi atic 
party, 
Senator 


McAdoo was the favorite of Roose- 
veltian liberalism. 
For surely it 


could not be inferred that Mr. 
Roosevelt intervened in California 
just because he liked his old friend 
Bill McAdoo. It is true Mr. Mc- 
Adoo's votes swinging California 
to Roosevelt at a crucial moment 
in the 1932 democratic 
national 


convention at Chicago gave him 
his first nomination. 
But things 


like that—personalities—are now 
supposed to be forgotten or at 
least to be subordinated to "prin- 
ciples." 
So when news came of Mr. 


Downey's triumph at the polls, 
Mr. Roosevelt was face to face not 
with personalities—a choice be- 
tween his old friend and helper. 
Bill McAdoo, and a stranger—but 
a choice between the regular party 
nominee, Mr. Downey, and, of 
course, some republican. 
In the 


ordinary case, this would be easy 
to handle because as between a 
democrat and a republican, natur- 
ally Mr. Roosevelt picks a demo- 
crat for his support. 


In this case, however, a big prin- 


ciple was involved. Mr. Downey 
had supported a plan which, if 
enacted 
into law in California, 


would give every unemployed per- 
son over 50 years of age, in the 
state "every Thursday" a $30 pen- 
sion in scrip. 
Mr. McAdoo had 


called this a "cruel delusion." i The 
president told the press last week 
he too thought the plan imprac- 
tical. 
He doubted whether Cali- 


fornia had the constitutional power 
to issue currency as this belongs 
under the constitution to the fed- 
eral government. He thought the 
plan bad. 


Now, at this point, tne acid test 


of "principle" versus expediency 
arises. 
If Mr. Roosevelt really 


felt that Mr. Downey was cham- 
pioning a plan that was a viola- 
tion of the federal constitution ana 
would bring hardship to the people 
of California, was it not his duty 
to tell the people of California 
this? 
What else is to be expected 


from the "head of the democratic 
party7" If he is to announce him- 
self as in favor of "liberalism" and 
then sidetrack a fundamental issue 
affecting human welfare, of what 
value, it will be asked by his op- 
ponents, is it to attempt to advise 
party voters at all? 
Mr. Roosevelt could readily have 


made the California pension plan 
a basis for refusing to support Mr. 
Downey. He could have taken his 
position on "principle," 
but he 


didn't. 
Instead, he gave the re- 


porters an example of what hap- 
pens In modern politics when ex- 
pediency reigns supreme in the 
mind of a political leader. 
First of all, the president ex- 


plained that tho. California old age 
pension plan was a state matter 
and no federal legislation was in- 
volved. 
As an afterthought, to 


be sure, he mentioned the consti- 
tutional question about a state is- 
suing currency, but he passed over 
that quickly to add that states 
should have a right to conduct 
experiments of their own and that 
Mr. Downey was a liberal anyhow. 
It was to be inferred that with 
the exception of a wild idea hern 
and there. Mr. Downey would be 
a good rubber stamp in the senate 
for the Roosevelt administration. 


As soon as the necessary wig- 


gling was done to let the press 
know that the administration was 
willing to allow an impractical tt.id 
unconstitutional 
pension 
plan 


which was the chief issue In the 
California campaign to be disre- 
garded just to get a rubber stamp 
senator, the customary telegram 
of congratulations was sent by 
Postmaster General Farley in his 
guise as chairman of the demo- 
cratic national committee. It will 
be recalled that Mr. Farley tele- 
graphed Upton Sinclair, who by 
proclaiming 
the end-poverty-in- 


Califoinia plan had won the q\emo- 
cratic nomination for governor in 
1934 and then blamed the telegram 
on routine or form letters or some- 
thing. Today there is no hesitancy 
to embrace one of the basic points 
of the Upton Sinclair philosophy, 
even tho after five years of the 
now deal, 
poverty 
has not been 


ended in California. 


The real reason, no doubt, why 


the administration found it diffi- 
cult to oppose Mr. Downey is that 
he truly represents the fundamen- 
tal "principles" of the democratic 
party more than does Mr. Roose- 
velt. 
He is a better exponent of 


present day "liberalism" than Mr. 
Roosevelt or Mr. McAdoo or any- 
body else in the white house co- 
toric 
For Mr. Downey believes 


in being so liberal with other peo- 
ple's money that he wants to give 
more of it away than docs Mr 
Roosevelt. 
A nd as for a little 
matter of constitutionality, Mr.

It shall be

for the long i in vitamin and no 
final e, and in this, I am happy 
to learn, I now have the support 
of Webster—who, only a few years 
ago, hardly mentioned vitamin at 
all, and then only with a short i. 


The ounce vial of mild tincture 


of Iodine (U. S. P. or B. P.) in the 
family medicine cupboard is the 
weaker tincture, 2.5 percent iodine, 
intended for popular use as a 
first aid disinfectant for wounds. 
No great harm would be done if 
the older strong tincture of iodine 
(7.5 percent iodine), were used for 
the purpose, but the mild tincture 
is efficient, and whatever I may 
say here or elsewhere about tinc- 
ture of iodine refers to this milder 
tincture,. 
The 
strong 
tincture 


should be left exclusively to phy- 
sicians' use. 


Druggists 
generally 
dispense 


tincture of iodine in a special vial 
fitted with a glass or composition 
rod attached to the cork or stop- 
per. This is convenient for drop- 
ping a drop or two of the liquid 
upon the cut or abrasion—and it 
should be dropped on the surface 
without actually touching the sur- 
face with the rod. 


If no such applicator comes with 
the vial, do not use a brush or 
other swab unless you intend to 
discard it after the single use. Bet- 
ter twist a wisp _ of absorbent cot- 
ton on a clean toothpick, and dip 
it in the iodine to paint or swab 
the wound or abrasion and then 
discard the swab. 


A single application of Iodine 
or a single coat of it on the skin 
will rarely cause more than mo- 
mentary smarting. 
It Is rather 


repeated applications that some- 
times burn or blister. 
The mo- 
mentary bite of a drop of iodine 
upon a canker sore in the mouth, 
for instance, seems to be followed 
by prolonged relief of the sore- 
ness attending the canker. 
Daily 


application of mild tincture of io- 
dine and glycerine, half and half, 
is the most satisfactory treatment 
for caJiker sores in the mouth— 
usually they clear up in two or 
three days. 


So-called "colorless" iodine is 
not iodine at all, but a relatively 
inert solution of iodides, of little 
or no value as an antiseptic or dis- 
infectant, tho perhaps suitable for 
'.nternal use where the effect of 
iodide is desired. 


On long standing tincture of 


iodine may become stronger in- 
stead of weaker, because the al- 
cohol evaporates faster than the 
iodine does.

but 
it . was 
treasure 


which had escaped the hands of 
the pirates. He sought it not on 
the bottom of the oce-an but on 
land. His scheme proved a swindle 
•—but the treasure was found ami 
reclaimed 
by 
the 
government, 


whose rights were undisputed. Fif- 
teen years had lapsed and 1840 
was well advanced when there ap- 
peared in the department of Lot 
in France a personage who passed 
as one of noble blood. He had, 
he announced, discovered the lost 
treasure of Gourdon. For genera-

tions thruout the countrysides of 
France 
peasants

legend of Gourdon over their red 
wine and sausage.

THE DOCTORS call it "colic"; 


the patient calls it a "cramp". 
It 


is a pain which comes from .spasm 
in a certain type of muscle in va- 
rious organs of the body. 


When the priin is in Ihc kidney, 


it is called renal (re'mil) or kidney 
colic. 
It may be due to kidney 


atones or to a movable kidney. Ir- 
iitation of the bladder may cause 
bladder spasms or colic. 


Gallstones may also pioduce this 


type of spasmodic pain; the pain 
mnv occur following operation for 
gallstones. 


In various Industries, workers 


get lead poisoning 
The intestines 


may become ii i itatod in this dis- 
order. Colicky pains may cnme on 
m a result 
The pain is due to 


spasm of the "smooth muscles" or 
involuntary muscles, so called be- 
cause they arc not under the con- 
trol of the will. 


RoIievfH Ix"«<I Colic 


It has been known for some time 


th.it patients with lead colic, tieat- 
ed by injecting calcium chloride 
into a vein, were immediately re- I 
lieved from 
their pain. 
Noting 
: 
thc3c results with lend colic, Dr. 
E R. Lampson, of Hartford, Conn , I 
nnd Or. F. A. Simcone, of Boston, I 
Maii.s , tried calcium chloride on , 


eight persons with renat colic, five 
with bladder colic, two with gall- 
stone colic and one with colic fol- 
lowing operation 


In 12 of the patients, the results 


were very good. In one of those 
with renal colic, in two with blad- 
der spasms and in the patient with 
gns pains following operation, no 
relief \\aa obtained. 


The relief obtained by use of the 


injection of calcium chloride is not 
permanent. 
Further injections of 


the calcium chloride into the vein 
must be given, but v ith each re- 
peated injection, the beneficial ef- 
fect is obtained. 


Action UnltiKmii 


It Is not known exactly how ths 


calcium chloride acts 
Yet, it does 


seem to be of great value in relief 
of spasmodic pain. Its action Is 
prompt. Its use may he helpful in 
making a diagnosis oC the cause of 
the pain because it relaxes muscle 
spasm and, therefore, permits a 
more thorough examination 


Narcotic drugs will iclieve pain, 
it when used, they deaden the 


person's sensations, so that he 
annot co-operate as well and thus 
iiid in making a diagnosis. 


Of course, when attacks of col- 


icky pains occur, there Is need for 
a careful examination by the doc- 
tor. X-rnys should be taken of the 
atomach, bowel and gall bladder. 
The urine must be carefully exam- 
ined to aid in determining if there 
Is any disturbance of the kidneys 
present, since these kidney disturb- 
ances, as well us those of the gall 
bladder, stomach and intestines, arc 
tho most frequent causes of recur- 
rent attacks of spasmodic pain.

AUSTRALIAN CHANCE 


OF BEATING BUDGE 


Official Waits Until Crucial 


Points in Game Before 


Cracking Down. 


CROWD

GERMANTOWN, Pa. (UP). The 


United States still has the Davis 
cup today but there ia a touch of 
tarnish on it. 


No amount of polishing' will re- 


store the luster it lost in the match 
that saw Don Budge of California 
humble Adrian Quist of Australia 
8-6, 
6-1, 6-2 for the point needed 


to make the cup safe for the land 
of its donor. 


Bluntly, thousands 
left 
the 


stands convinced that an Ameri- 
can 
official 
had contributed as 


much, 
if not 
more, 
to 
Quist's 


downfall than Budge. 
And there 


was hardly a spectator who did 
not feel that the official—a foot 
fault judge—had deprived Quist of 
whatever chance he had of win- 
ning. 


Quist was not the only loser, 


either. The action of the official 


Harold Lebair of New York— 
upset Budge's game, placed him in 
a thoroly uncomfortable position, 
and made It impossible for him to 
score a clean, satisfying •win. 


May Remove Rule. 


Today, there was agitation to 


rid the books of a rule which made 
it possible for a minor official to 
completely spoil a fine interna- 
tional match, both from the stand- 
point of the players and the spec- 
tators. That is exactly what L*e- 
bair did when, holding rigidly to 
the printed word of the rule, he 
called three foot faults on Quist. 
In the tenth game of his first set 
with Budge, and two more in the 
crucial 14th game. 


These drastic 
penalties, which 


brought such booing and whistling 
from the stands that the umpire 
repeatedly had to ask for silence, 
broke Quist's morale, and made 
him easy prey, even for a badly 
upset Budge. Up until these faults 
were called, Quist was outplaying 
the Californian and 
seemed 
to 


have a sound chance of winning 


Had he won, the 6-4. 4-6, 6-0, 6-2 


victory of Jack 
Bromwich 
over
